Wednesday night several bodies 
were fonnd in a cellar, but they were 
t,o badly burned that it was impossible 
to determine whether there were three 
or four bodies. Whether there will be 
any more found in the mill pond which 
is bemjr drained is a mooted question, 
but the general impression is that none 
will be fonnd. 


Supplies are coming into Hinekley 


at a rapid rate, and ttiere if. no lack in 
any department of the relief work. 


The relief committe- appointed by 


Gov Nelson arrived here last night for 
the purpose of canvassing the situa- 
tion and systematizing the relief work 
This committee consists of Charles A.

Clark, of St Paul; Charles H. Graves, 
of Duluth, M. G. Norton, of Winona, 
and P. P Hart, of St Paul. 


The excitement caused by the fire at 


Pokepama has about subsided, and 
now that all the dead have been buried 
attention is being paid to the hun-

Not a vestige of the village is left, 


but the mrviving inhabitants, who 
have been cared for by the citizens of
